REDFIELD CLINIC 


One of the most basic additions to COMS’ training program is the opening of clin- 
ics in rural towns. The clinics in Redfield and Dallas-Melcher are two tangable results 
of the desire of COMS to serve its students, community and state. 

These clinics will improve clinical training while encouraging future doctors to 
practice family medicine. In addition, these clinics will help to alleviate the present 
shortage of physicians, serve local communities, and encourage more future physicians 
to stay in lowa. 


DALLAS-MELCHER CLINIC 
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Announcement of the acquisition of a new physical 
plant for our school has been one of the highlights of 
this academic year. 

The College of Osteopathic Medicine will take poses- 
sion in July of 1972. The fifteen acre site is comprised 
of two buildings containing 95000 square feet of floor 
space, with modern laboratory facilities. 

This site is scheduled for full operation in Septem- 
ber of 1972 and will contain facilities for administra- 
tion, animal and cadaver labs, library and basic sciences. 

In addition, a new 3 year curriculum will be insti- 
tuted. Plans are also being developed to increase the 
size of the Freshman class from 113 to 163 by utilizing 
class room space in day and evening shifts. 

This 2% million dollar acquisition is part of a 12 
million dollar development program planned over the 
next 10 years.
